Chinnall Foundations. 








FOR THE

The subject of foundations is very 
tant and should receive the most 
ugh attention; in fact much more 
than is many times given it. 

Ifaledge is struck of course this deter- 
mit ines the depth to go; but if not, then how 
far the foundation must be carried down 
must be carefully decided according to the 
nature of the ground, The same dimen- 
sions will not answer safely for a half dozen 
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laces. 
The stone used in a foundation should be 
the best quality of granite in large blocks. 
These must be laid so as to break joints 
completely. It should be squared stone, 
smoothly dressed, so that the bedsand joints 
will come closely and evenly together, not 
allowing a space of more than half an inch 
between them at any point. 

The entire stonework should be laid in 
cement, as specified; this to be the best 
English Portland, pure hydraulic cement. 
The cement should be laid very carefully 
and perfectly evenly over the whole surface 
of the joints and beds. 

The object to be gained in using the ce- 
ment pure is that it has much higher resist- 
ance tocrushing than if mixed with sand, 
and there should be much importance placed 
on having it spread evenly between the 
stones, so that when the load is on the foun- 
dation each stone will bear its part of the 
weight carried evenly over its entire surface, 
and not on lumps of cement scattered here 
and there over its area, 

PILING. 

In places where a rock bottom or a hard 
stratum is not reached piling should always 
be done. By a hard stratum is meant the 
very hardest and most compact kind of clay 
and gravel. 

When piles are to be used they should in- 
variably all be of oak or elm, the oak usu- 
ally being advisable. 

The driving will of course vary in ac- 
cordance with the particular condition of 
the location; but usually where piling 
is necessary it is very important to have 
such anumber driven that they will come 
closely together over the whole area under 
the stone work ; that is, not to allow more 
than, say, 2 feet between centres in each 
direction. 

There may be instances where such close 
driving is not required, where the piles drive 
home to rock bottom or to so firm a stratum 
that they will settle little under the ham- 
mer; but at all events too much care and 
thoroughness cannot be exercised in driving 
piles nor in the number used. 

Many cases of piling can be seen going 
on, where some of the sticks settle a com- 
paratively long distance under the last blow 
dealt them by the hammer, and yet they 
are left to take the load which is to be put 
on them, and which is far too heavy for 
them to carry safely. The result is so many 


settled foundations, cracked walls and no 
end of trouble, because the piling was not 
done as it should have been. If in driving 
re are found to be too short to reach a

seat, they should be drawn out and 
longer ones driven in their places. 

As to the safe load that a pile will carry, 
this must be determined by circumstances 
and good practical judgment.

| pounds per square inch, and allowing a 
factor of safety of 3% gives a working safe 
load of 1,000 pounds, and this probably 
should not be exceeded in common practice. 

The wood thus tested was neither green 
nor thoroughly seasoned; but it gave a very 
fair sample of what is ordinarily used in 
construction. 

Piling in soft ground or mud will not 
stand with safety a load of over 100 pounds 
per square inch of section, and in very soft 
mud, where for instance the sinking is 15 or 
20 inches at the last blow of a 1,500 pound 
hammer falling 20 feet, probably 100 pounds 
would be in excess of a proper load. 

Then again, a pile driven in ground 
in which it would sink only one-half or 
three-quarters of an inch under the blow 
mentioned, would ordinarily support safely 
1,000 pounds per square inch; but taking 





into consideration a long life for the struc- | 
ture, it is much better to drive more sticks | 


and put a maximum load of 700 or 800 
pounds per inch upon them instead of 1,000 
pounds. 

Another consideration in having the piles 
of a foundation driven thickly and closely 
together is that it gives a much better sup- 
port to the stonework, or whatever con- 
struction is put directly upon them. This 
is a point of much importance and of which 
account should be taken. Two practical 
rules are given in Trautwine’s ‘‘ Engineer’s 
Pocket Book” for estimating the load which 
a pile will stand, taking into the formula 
the weight of the hammer, its fall, and the 
amount the pile sank at the last blow. 

If piling is to be done in wet ground it 1s 
best to cut the piles off low enough down 
so that they will be entirely in the moisture 
continuously. 

When it can be avoided wood cribwork 
should never be put on top of piling, but 
large blocks of stone forming the foundation 
should rest directly upon the tops of the 
piles. On this account the piles must be all 
cut off to an exact level with one another. 
This can be done by a saw attachment to 
the driver, and the levels can be carefully 
marked by the use of an engineer's level.

Vendor’s Lien on Real Estate. 
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It is an equitable doctrine, well es- 
tablished and generally recognized in this 
country, that in the absence of an express or 
implied agreement to the contrary the ven- 
dor of lands has a lien upon them for the 
unpaid purchase money. It is an equitable 
right to be resorted to in case the purchase 
money is not paid, and it will be enforced in 
favor of any subsequent holder who becomes 
the rightful owner of the claim or demand. 

It attaches where the sale is by operation 
of law, as well as where it is by voluntary 
contract, and whether the estate has been 
conveyed te the vendor, or is only con- 
tracted to be conveyed, and it exists not 
only against the vendee and his heirs, but 
also against all subsequent purchasers, ex- 
cept purchasers for value, in good faith, 
without notice of the original vendors 
equity. Where a record showed that the 
consideration ‘‘ was secured,” to be paid by 
the grantee, it was held that one who claimed 


title under him was thereby notified that | 


the purchase money had not been paid, and 
he was put on inquiry, and could not take 
the land divested of the vendor's lien; and 


generally a purchaser, who at the time of | 


the sale is in possession of the facts which 
would put an ordinarily prudent man upon 


inquiry as to the existence of a vendor's | 
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parted with value as a consideration by pay- 
ing money or other thing of value, assuming 
a liability or incurring an injury, and that 
he had no notice and knew no fact sufficient 
to put him upon inquiry, either at the time 
of his purchase or at or before the time he 
paid the purchase money or otherwise parted 
with such value. 

A vendor of land has a lien thereon for 
the unpaid purchase money as long as he 
shows no purpose of releasing the land and 
taking other security, but any act on his 
part which shows an intention to release the 
land waives or diverts the lien. 


Taking separate securities for the pur- | 


chase money is a waiver of the lien ; as for 
instance the taking of a mortgage or the 
promissory note of the vendee with secur- 
ity. It is held that one who takes in pay- 
ment the second and indorsed note of a 


third person, supposed to be good, thereby | 


waives his lien, although it proves worth- 
less ;

of the vendor’s lien. It has also been held 


that a vendor does not waive his lien by ac- |

cepting a guaranteed note therefor ; 
it forfeited by his acceptance of a mortgage 
for the purchase price which turns out to be 
void ; 
it is held that a vendor does not lose his 
lien by taking securities known to the pur- 
chaser to be worthless, but represented to 
be good. A receipt of a part of the price of 
the land is held to be no waiver of the ven- 
dor's lien for the balance. An abandon- 
ment of the vendor's equitable lien once 


| fairly and voluntarily made is an abandon- 


ment forever. The right to sue at law upon 
the securities given for the purchase of land 
and in equity to enforce the vendor's lien are 
distinct and independent rights, and the 
vendor can pursue either or both remedies 
at the same time. It is not necessary that 


he should first exhaust his remedy at law, 


nor is he bound to show that the vendee 
has no personal property subject to execu- 
tion. Nor is proof of a demand before suit

2 and 3 also 
showing in section a portion of the vat 
which receives the liquid to be operated 
upon. Fig. 4 is a modified construction. 
Fig. 5 is a cross section of one of the helical 
ribs. 

The numeral 1 represents a vat in part, 
adapted to contain an agitator, 2, affixed 
upon a revoluble shaft, 3, suitably stepped. 
The primary features consist in two cone- 
shaped bodies 4, 5 respectively, upper and 
lower, placed base to base, the under one 
being preferably flatter or with less pitch. 
Attached to this under cone, and extending 
from the shaft outwardly are a series of 
curved arms, 6, so positioned as to cause 
the liquid to be thrown outwardly. These 
arms are thin plates vertically positioned, 
and are preferably of such depth in cross 
section that their upper edges are slightly 
above the common base of the cones. (See 
Fig. 3.) To aid in the movement of the 
liquid a series of helical ribs, 8, are affixed 
upon the surface of the upper cone. These 
ribs may be curved in cross section, as 
shown in Fig. 5, in which event the concave 
surface is positioned in the direction of the 
rotation. By this means the fluid which 
meets the ribs is not only given a rotary 
motion, but is impelled downwardly owing 
to the shape of the said ribs. 

To support and strengthen the arms 6, 
particularly in agitators of large size, an 
annular plate 9 is fastened_upon the upper 
edges of the arms, and to increase the circu- 
lation a series of tangential blades 10 are 
attached to the outer periphery of the plate 
9 upon radial studs 12. These blades are 
convex upon the outer edge, in order that 
they may conform more nearly to the shape 
of the vat or receptacle in which they are 
placed, and these generally are circular. 
The blades 10 are adjustably mounted and 
held by retaining nuts 13, and all are pref- 
erably maintained in a similar oblique po- 
sition, or at an angle with the plane of rota- 
tion of the agitator. As shown in Fig. 1, 
these blades may be composed of a group of 
metallic plates, which can be varied in 
shape or number to suit the varying diam- 
eters of tanks or vats in which the appar- 
atus may be placed. In this way the agita- 
tor can be fitted to completely fill the vat, 
and thus prevent any matter from accumu- 
lating near the outer edge of the vat. It 
will thus be seen that a single size of agita- 
tor can be adapted for vats of several sizes 
larger at very small expense. 

The object of the invention is to have the 
flow of the liquid conform as much as pos- 
sible with the natural circulation produced 
by rotary action; hence the upper cone is 
intended to direct the material away from 
the centre, but in a downward direction ; 
similarly the lower cone ; since the apex of 
the latter is nearest the bottom of the vat 
any material collecting there is naturally 
crowded outwardly in order to free itself 
and so passes to the circumference, being 
aided by the curved arms 6, while when it 
reaches the tangential blades the position of 
these latter is such that an upward rotary 
movement is imparted to the material. 
Thus the function of every element of the 
agitator is to impart outward movement, 
while rotary and upward motion is likewise 
produced in order to create a downward cen- 
tral feed with an upward circumferential 
discharge. In this way the best results are 
obtained, since the circulation is the most 
rapid.

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Evolution of the Sulphite Di- 
gester.

That the Mitscherlich patents were 
the forerunners of great improvements in 
the manufacture of sulphite fibre is un- 
doubted, as are also the great merits of the 
services of Dr. Mitscherlich to the industry. 
At the same time a claim to a monopoly of 
the kind attempted by Mitscherlich would 
not be likely under existing circumstances 
to meet with anything except dispute, and 
the fact remains that other inventors, such 
as Ekman, Kellner and Partington, have also 
done a great deal to develop the sulphite 
fibre industry. 

Whether Dr. Mitscherlich or C. D, Ekman 
was the first to make sulphite fibre on a 
commercial scale in Europe is very much of 
a question, and an interesting controversy 
on this subject has been started in European 
technical journals. 

Dr. Mitscherlich has promised to publish 
a history of his work in this direction, and 
from Dr. Kellner a series of articles on the 
rise and development of the sulphite pulp 
industry are also in view. 

A comparison of the two publications 
is quite likely to produce interesting and 
unlooked for developments. 

The most interesting part of the history 
of the Mitscherlich patents, as far as the 
American industry goes, begins of course 
with Mitscherlich’s United States patent 
No. 234,319, September 4, 1885. 

In this patent Mitscherlich describes an 
iron boiler for cooking wood for cellulose, 
the interior surface of which is covered with 
a lining of thin sheet lead that is applied by 
a cement of tar and pitch and covered with 
alining of glazed bricks. It is hard to see 
how a digester of the dimensions and shape 
described by Mitscherlich could be lined 
with lead foil covered by glazed bricks with- 
out the use of Portland cement or similar 

| material to interconnect the bricks and bed 
them. In Mitscherlich’s British patent No. 
4,371, September 12, 1883, issued to Edwin 
Ambrose Brydges, Mitscherlich speaks 
about his digester lining similarly to that in 
the above mentioned United States patent. 
In his British patent, No. 11,655, August 
26, 1884, Mitscherlich states that he protects 
the lead lining by a lining of connected 
brick work, and that thus neither chemical 
nor mechanical destruction will take place, 
and that it will hardly become deteriorated. 
This evidently refers to the use of Portland 
or similar cement, and in fact on page 11, 
line 47, of the above mentioned British 
patent, Mitscherlich unmistakably men- 
| tions ‘‘ a lining of cemented brick work ;"” 
also again, on page 13, of the same patent, 
line 11, the identical expression. 

The same expression, ‘‘A lining of ce- 
mented brick work,” will also be found in the 
| Mitscherlich United States patent No. 337,- 
694, March 9, 1886. 

In June, 1889, an important paper was 
published by Major O. E. Michaelis on 
Sulphite fibre manufacturing in the United 
States,” inthe 7ransactions of the Soctely of 
American Civil Engineers. This contains 
an immense amount of valuable information 
and data. On page 273 it is stated, in 
speaking of the Mitscherlich brick lining as 
| practiced in American mills, that ‘* morticed 
| and tenoned together, due to the special 

form of brick used and laid in Portland 





cement, it constituted a homogeneous mass 
whose integrity is not jeoparded by usual 
fluctuations of temperature,” &c. On page 
283 of the Michaelis’ report, Martin L. Griffin, 
in speaking of the Mitscherlich lining and 
after mentioning the lead lining, says 
‘Next comes a course of brick specially 
made for this purpose, each having a tongue 
and groove which are laid flatwise in the 
best Portland cement.” 

Thus the conclusion is inevitably reached 
that apart from earlier communications in 
Europe and elsewhere, ever since the first 
| mill was builtin the United States, using

J. Henry Burrorp. 

J. Henry Bufford, lithographer, died at 
his residence at Harrison square, Boston, 
Mass., on Friday afternoon, July 7, of heart 
failure, following diphtheria.

Mr. Mallory had established a successful 
business he bought another paper mill at 
Madison and conducted both factories. The 
War of the Rebellion crippled his business 
and he went into partnership with the firm 
of Davenport, Mallory & Co., lock manu- 
facturers. He acted as mechanical super- 
intendent. At the close of the war he re- 
sumed the manufacture of paper in West- 
ville. His mill was located on West Rock 
River. It contained three engines and a 48 
inch cylinder machine.

In proceedings for the voluntary dissolu- |

It was 
founded by Tobias New thirty years ago, 
and he is now president and general man- | 
ager. In asking the appointment of re- 
ceivers Mr. New was named as the first one | 
and George G. Gaines as associate receiver. 
About one-half of the creditors are in favor | 
of Mr. New, while the others oppose him, 
saying he wrecked the corporation. Deputy 
Attorney General Lardner, who appeared 
on behalf of the State, also opposed the ap- 
pointment of Mr. New. 
declared that in view of the large opposition 
to the appointment of Mr. New he should 
not appoint him, and thereupon he took the 
papers. A judgment in favor of Mary L. 
Compton for $15,800 was entered on Tues- 
day against the company. Mrs. Compton 
is acreditor of the company for about $40,- 
000, and her husband, Oscar Compton, is 


said to be a personal friend of Mr. New. It | 


was declared that the judgment was collu- 
sive and irregular, and an order to show 
cause why it should not be set aside was 
granted, and subsequently the judgment 
was cancelled altogether. It was charged 
that a previous application had been made 
to Judge Lawrence, of the Supreme Court, 
for the appointment of a receiver of the 
company in sequestration proceedings, but 
that it was denied on the ground of collu- 
sion. The liabilities of the company are 
placed at $182,000, of which $132,000 is on 
notes, $30,000 on accounts and $20,000 on 
indorsements. On Wednesday Michael J. 
Mulqueen and George M. Smith were ap- 
pointed receivers of the company, and their 
bond was fixed at $20,000.
